A sensational story has’ ronch- 
ed the: Telegraph from official 
sourcos this: morning to the offect 
that an encountor took place 
last night betwoen a police officor 
and armed men, in the course of 
which shots were oxchanged, the 
affair ending with, the seizure of 
one df the men, and the capture of

MR, BARRETT’S ACCOUNT OF 


THE ACCIDENT, 


*. An Error of Jadgment. 


The enquiry was continued at the 
Kowloon Magistracy yesterday 
afternoon into the circumstances 
of the death of Bessie ‘Mackay, who 


| was killed in a recent bus accident, 


Mr. H. Barrett gave his account 
of the fatality, which he said was 
absolutely beyond his understand- 
ing. He attributed his coming in 
contact with the bua to an error 

‘tof judgment. 

Evidence of identification of the 
‘body of the deceased was given by 
Mr. B.* Guest cand © Sergeant 
Rozeskwy, the Intter stating that 
he removed the girl to ‘hospital 
in the motor ambulance at 8.15 p.m: 


‘Jund on arrival at the Hongkong side 


of the harbour found the ambulance 
awaiting them. Having received 
his instructions from his superior 
officer, witness could not say what 
caused the delay in remoying the 
child to hospital. Witness accom- 
panied Mrs. Mackay back to the 
Star Ferry after taking the girl 
to the Victoria hospital. : 

The Coroner: Did she make any 
ecmplaint to you? 

Witness: No. But on. her way 
to the hospital she’ told me that she 
would try to remain with her 
daughter, : : 

Yeung Hin, a'telephone clerk of 
the Kowloon Fire Station, stated 
that he received a call for the 
ambulance at 7.15 p.m. On receipt 
of the message awvitness told the 
caller to wait till he telephoned 
for the Hongkong ambulance: On 
heing connected with the Hongkong 
Fire Station witness waa told that 
the ambulance was not available, as 
it had gone to the Victoria Hos- 


The Coroner: What did you do 
then?—I told the..person at the 
other end of the phone’ that he 
would have to wait till the Am- 
bulance on the Hongkong side re- 
turned. é . 

Answering a further question, 
witness said that he gave orders to 
the clerk in Hongkong to send a 
message to Kowloon tmmediately 
the ambulance returned. It wag at 
7.51 that witness was informed the 
ambulanee in Hongkong had re- 
turned. ‘One minute later the Kow- 
loon ambulance was despatched to 
No, 10.Jordan Road. 

Witness, in reply to Chief Inspec- 
tor Kent, said that he was not told 
that the case was an urgent one. 

Mr. P. J. Condon, assistant at the 
Central Fire Station, produced the 
log book in which was recorded the 
movements of the ambulance from 
the time of the eall from the Kow- 
loon Fire Station. Witness said 
that at 7.12 p.m. a message was 
received from Kowloon requiring 
the motor ambulance to be at the 
Star Ferry Wharf as soon as it had 
returned, it having left at 6 p.m. 
and gone to Mount Austin Barracks 
to-convey a patienl-to the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital. At ten minutes 
to seven it returned and left imme- 
diately for the Star Ferry Wharf.

SUGGESTED STOPPING LAW. 


“No vehicle shall be. operated 
at a speed such that it cannot be 
stopped within the gssured clear 
zourse ahead.” 

This simple rule ‘for safe dri- 
ting, anywhere, at any time and 
under any conditions, is suggested 
for adoption as law in all parts of 
the country by D. H. C.'Dickinson, 
physicist of the U.S. Bureau of 
Standards, 


In other words, Dr. Dickinson ' 
would-replace speed laws with 
stop. laws, It would require 


motorists to be in such control of 
their machines’ that they could 
stop safely under any conditions. 
A motorist heeding. this law 
would, if rounding a curve, be 
able to stop safely even if another 
motorist was coming at him on 
the wrong. side of the roadway. 
At railroad crossings he would be 
going only'so fast as to be able 
to stop before reaching the tracks, 
if a train is seen. . 

The rule would apply equally 
well to approaching the top of a 
hill and to passing another car in 
the same direction. 

“The clear course ahead de- 
pends upon road and traffic condi; 
tions, some of which are con- 
tinually changing, and the driver’ 
is responsible for being able in-~ 
variably to stoy within the clear. 
course ahead,” says Dr. Dickinson. 
“Stopping distance with rela- 
tion to the cleat course ahead is 
the most important factor of 
safety. It.must be assumed that 
a vehicle or person may emerge 
at any. instant from behind an 
obstruction to the vision or that 
an obstable may lie just around 
a bend. 
“Many of the present regula- 
tions are based ‘unconsciously on 
the proposed new rule, which, if 
strictly enforced, would ‘take :the 
place of nearly all of them. This 
rule, if incorporated, in an’ ord- 
Nance, would focus attention of 
all/drivers on the most important 
condition for safety, would educate 
as well as regulate, and would 
compel every driver to keep his 
attention on what is ahead rather 
than on what is-Hehind. 

“If every driver knew that he 
might be called upon by an officer 
to come to a stop at any curve, 
crossing. or obstruction where he 
could not ste at least 100 yards in 
all directions, fast driving at these 
danger’ points would. cease.”

‘SKIDS AND SIDE-SLIPS. 


By Capt. E. de Normanville in the 
Doily Chronicle. 


It is rather unfortunate that in 
the evolution of motoring matters 
we have ceased to differentiate 
between a skid and a side slip. 
In the olden days a Skid was a 
skid, and a side slip;was a side 
slip. We now refer to all suck 
erratic movements as skids: 

In reality, of course, the two are 
distinct. The point is 
brought to mind by a reader, who 
asks: “To what extent ig a car 


from'skidding?” . Skidding ‘really 
means the progress of a car along 
the road 4t a speed“in excess: of 
the rodd wheel rotation—or with 
the road wheels Iccked. ... - 
_ Probably, however,-the query is 
intended for erratic side “move- 
ment of the.car. ‘As there is 
often misednception as ‘to - the 
effect of : wheel” ‘brakes*. in 
relation to both movements, we 
will deal with both. ; 


The Effect of Brakes. 


In the first place, it should be 
obvious that when. the brakes are 
not in use they enn have no effect 
on skidding tendencies—whether 
the number of brakes be two, four, 
or,six. The dnswer to the query, 
“To skid or nat to skid?” will de- 
pend solely onthe ‘way the car is

“A CHILD OF EVOLUTION.’ 


Spoaking at the Church Con- 
gress on “Solf-determination in 
Church. Life," Bishop J. . 8. 
Motoda, Bishop of Tokyo, de- 
seribed the Church in Japan as 
not a new creation, but a child of 
evolution, and just as the human 
child was not. exactly like , 
its father in appearance and man-

He has al- 
ready paid an official call on the 
two Chinese members of the Legls- 
lative Council, the meeting taking 
place {nm the rooms of the Chinese 
Merchants’ Club yesterday afters 
noon, when, in addition to the Hon. 
Mr. Chow Shou-son and the , Hon. 
Mr. R. H. Kotewall, there were 
also present’ the Chairman and 
of the Chinese 
General Chamber of Commerce, the 
President of the Twenty-Four 
Merchants’ Guilds, as well as. other 
leading members of the Chinese 
business community.
